7. THE ARTICLE GOES ON TO STRESS SOVIET INTEREST IN 
EXPANDING TRADE WITH THE U. S. AND ADDS THAT THE SPEED 
WITH WHICH COMMERCIAL RELATIONS ARE NORMALIZED DEPENDS 
ON " OVERCOMING THE RESISTANCE OF THOSE WHO STILL ARE 
AGAINST MOST FAVORED NATION STATUS" FOR THE SOVIET 
UNION. THE ARTICLE SUMMARIZES THE FIRST YEAR OF THE 

NEW RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES BY SAYING 
THAT IT OFFERS " ENORMOUS POSSIBILITIES" FOR THE SOLUTION 
OF BILATERAL AND WORLD PROBLEMS.

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THE TOTAL REALIZATION OF A PROGRAM OF PEACE."
